MINTMASTER’S QUILL: An Editor’s Prerogative 


My Friends, 


With the year ending and with the impending double anniversaries in 2011, namely our Association’s 
Golden Jubilee, 1961—2011, and NCNA HEADS AND TALES’ Thirtieth (30") Anniversary, 1981—2011, my 
thoughts turn and merry-go-around on ‘far greater things’ than just another rainy day here at my PC or a bill to pay 
or clothes to wash or kitchen floor to sweep or the car to service. 


These are mundane, everyday things, and these happen to all of us, and happened to those before us and 
shall happen to those after us. These happen, and these shall always happen. 


Yet, these cloud our thoughts and our being from that which are ‘far greater things’, that which makes 
someone arise from the mundane, that which insures one lives, and lived, life to the fullest, and that which brings 
accomplishment and satisfaction. 


Back in 2007, during my infamous seventy-five (75) service as an American Numismatic Association 
(ANA) place-holding Governor, during that week of the ANA’s World’s Fair of Money, in Milwaukee, Wisconsin, 
one of the Governors shared some insights with me. M. Remy Bourne, a noted numismatist and respected advocate 
for our hobby, remarked to me----in an open discussion about what I should or might do, if anything was possible in 
those short ‘fill-in’ place-holding days----that ‘Stan, remember, you need to think of legacy’.

We do not think of /egacy on rainy days nor when bills are paid or clothes are washed, and then folded and 
placed in drawers or hung in the closet, or the kitchen floor swept again after the family dog and his/her muddy 
paws, or driving away from Jiffy-Lube. No, those are things are the parcel and pack, brick-and-mortar, and day-in- 
day out, or ‘sos’ of anyone’s life. 


Yet, to those of us who wish to leave something, who wish to have some testimony, and who wish that their 
life is more than rainy days, bills, clothes, sweeping floors, and oil changes, than /egacy has purpose and has 
meaning. It becomes a credo, objective, and intention.

and jewelry.” A couple of good news, kudos, from the Fremont Coin Club: first, 2011 is the Club’s Fortieth (40") 
Anniversary, 1971—2011, and second, two its devoted members and supporters, HARRY W. DAVIS and IRENE 
CARRILLO were honored by both the Northern California Numismatic Association (NCNA) and American

Sidebar: These ‘bonds’ are 
among the most sought after PCNS memorabilia, and Your Editor has one in his collection, #006, was issued to 
fellow PCNS President, and well-known northern California numismatist, O.L. ‘Wally’ WALLIS. In his 
professional life, JAY was the Registrar of Voters for the City and County of San Francisco, and while he retired 
years ago, he “is credited with inventing the ‘provisional ballot’, which allows a vote to be cast when there is a 
question regarding the voter’s eligibility. This ‘provisional ballot’ allows a ballot to be cast and the facts to be 
determined satisfactorily later.” This type of ballot has become standard throughout California for the last twenty- 
five (25) years, and was adopted into Federal Law back in 2002. A quiet and private man, his contribution was to 
become a national standard, and his passing was a private matter: a certain lasting accomplishment from a fellow 
numismatist.

THE DOUBLOON 
A STORY OF PIRATES, ADVENTURE 
AND TREASURE

Pirates. High seas adventures. Deserted islands. Treasure chests 
full of gold. Just as sure as there were cannons, Black Beard and 
TA | = swashbucklers, there were the tales of the piles of gold Doubloons 

pied in sia island caves. Aye, matey, the Doubloons were there. 


The word "doubloon" actually can trace its roots back to the Latin word "duplus," which means 
"double", then eventually to the Spanish verb "doblon,” meaning "to double”. The Doubloon was 
one of 4 original Spanish coinages, along with the Reale, the Escudos, and the Pistole. The 
Doubloon, a gold piece, got its name from the fact that its value was double that of a pistole (the 
vernacular term for the Spanish gold coin which was equal to 2 escudos). 


The basic Doubloon was actually equivalent to 8 gold Escudo coins (thus the term “pieces of 
eight’) or 32 silver Reales coins, and it weighed about 6.77 grams (0.218 troy ounces). Its 
value varied from $8.25 in the period 1730-1772, to $8.00 during the American Revolution, and 
then later to about $7.84 from 1786 to 1848. It was freely used in the West Indies and South 
American trade, and southerners in the colonial period often had their cash assets in Spanish 
gold. 


MAKING THE DOUBLOON 

Doubloons were originally minted in Spain. The unpolished look of the early coin was because 
of the rudimentary minting process called “cob coinage”. In Old World Spain, long before the 
days of the machine-stamped coins, silver and gold coins were crudely made by hand. 


Pure gold was melted down to a liquid and poured onto stone slabs in strips. While the melted 
gold was still soft, but cool enough for handling, it was pressed or hammered down to meet the 
appropriate thickness. Then round discs were manually cut from the strip of gold to make the 
coin blanks. The blank discs were placed inside the bottom-engraved coin die (or stamp), and 
the top coin die was placed on top. Then the minter would strike the dies several times with a

hammer, and the face and back (heads and tails) of the soft metal disc would be imprinted with 
the design — turning the blank disc into an actual coin. 


After the coin was struck it would be weighed again. Each Doubloon was supposed to weigh 
roughly 6.77 grams. If it were over weight, small amounts of the metal would be nipped off. 
Thus its irregular shape. This process was also used in the “new world” in places like Mexico, 
Peru and Nueva Granada by the explorers in turning the gold that they found into coins to be 
loaded onto galleons and shipped back to Spain. 


The cross struck on the Doubloon's reverse is the "Crusader's 
Cross.” The design signified the undivided union of the Catholic 
Church and the Spanish government during the 16th and 17th 
century. 


The reverse of some Doubloons depicted a lion and a castle to 
illustrate the provinces of Leon and Castile, respectively. The 
obverse of the Doubloon shows the "Hapsburg Shield" which is the 
family emblem of the House of Hapsburg, the ancestral lineage of 
Queen Isabela and King Ferdinand of Spain. 


Later, as the art of minting improved, a coin press was used. In this 
case the metal was placed between the two dies and they were pressed against the metal, 
cutting off the excess metal and making all the coins look pretty much the same. 


THE EARLY SPANISH COINS 

The face value of the old Spanish Doubloon doubles as the denomination increases. Thus, the 
smallest denomination of the Doubloon is one Escudo, followed by two escudos, four escudos, 
and eight escudos respectively. A piece of doubloon is equivalent to 16 silver coin pieces or 
128 reales. Traditionally, the gold doubloon and the silver pieces of eight coins were often 
broken into smaller parts to make half or quarter denominations. The chart below shows how 
the various coins were valued.

In Spain, Doubloons were current up to the middle of the 19th century, when Queen Isabella 
eras the escudo-based coinage with the decimal rea/es in 1859, and replaced the 6.77 


gram dob/on with a new heavier dob/én worth 100 reales and weighing 
8.3771 grams (0.268 troy ounces). The last Spanish Doubloons (showing 
the denomination as 80 rea/es) were minted in 1849. 


PIRATES, TREASURE CHESTS, AND GOLD DOUBLOONS 


What do you think of when you think of pirate treasure ? Gold and jewels, 
naturally. And it was the gold Doubloon that was the most sought-after 
coin, because it was solid gold and it was the main coin circulating in the 
Carribbean. 


The classic era of piracy in the Caribbean extended from around 1560 to 
about the mid 1720s, but the period during which pirates were most 
successful was from 1700 until the 1730s, eventually ending in the early 
1800’s. Many pirates came to the Caribbean after the end of the War of 
the Spanish Succession. English, Dutch and French arrived in the mid-to- 
late 17th century and made attempts at earning a living by farming and 
hunting on Hispanola and nearby islands. But pressed by Spanish raids 
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and failure to make a living, they turned to a more lucrative occupation (not to mention more 
active and conducive to revenge) — they became buccaneers. Because Spain controlled most 
of the Caribbean, many of the cities and ships that were attacked belonged to Spain. In just 15 
years, between 1623 and 1638, Dutch pirates captured about 500 Spanish and Portuguese 
ships — laden with gold, and other trade goods. 100 years later, from 1715 to 1725, some of the 
best-known pirate bases were still operating in the Bahamas, using Tortuga and Port Royal as 
safe harbors. Among the most famous Caribbean pirates are Edward Teach or "Blackbeard", 
Calico Jack Rackham and Henry Morgan. . 


Pirates operating in the Caribbean often sailed north to attack targets off the eastern coast of 
the United States and hauling their stolen goods back to safe ports. 100 years later, in the 
1800’s (after the Golden Age of Piracy), Jean Lafitte 
became what is considered by many to be the last 


buccaneer pirate. He commanded an entire army of pirates 
and a fleet of pirate ships that operated in the Gulf of Mexico 
from several bases on and just off the United States 

mainland - including ones in the unsettled areas of 

Louisiana and Texas. Some time after participating in the 
War of 1812’s battle of New Orleans, his ships fought several 
battles against the United States Navy and the United 
States Revenue Cutter Service. Eventually he was evicted 
from the area by United States forces - making piracy in the 
Gulf of Mexico very rare 

THE DOUBLOON IN OTHER COUNTRIES 

The Spanish doubloon became the prototype for gold coins in 


other countries. 
The gold doubloons were minted in the Portuguese 
colonies and were called the dobrao. 


In Europe, the Doubloon became the model for several other gold coins, including the French 
Louis d’or which was minted in 1640 by Louis XIill. In Italy, it was Known as the Doppia. The 
Swiss made the Duplone, the Northern Germans the Pistole, and the Prussians made the 
Fredrich d'or from 1741 until 1855. 


In 1787, a goldsmith in New York named Ephraim Brasher made his own gold coins — some of 
the first in the new colonies. The coin became known as the Brasher Doubloon, and is now one 
of the rarest of American coins 


After their independence, the former Spanish colonies of Mexico, Peru and Nueva Granada 
continued to mint doubloons. Doubloons have also been minted in Portuguese colonies, where 
they went by the name dobrdao, with the same meaning. 


OTHER INTERESTING DOUBLOON LORE 
e In New Orleans, Louisiana, Rex Krewe made small aluminum discs which he named 
mardi gras doubloons. Since 1959, it became a tradition to throw the krewes or the 
aluminum doubloons during the grand Mardi Gras Festival. 
e On one minting of the doubloon was a picture of the Pillars of Hercules (the Straits of 
Gibraltar) overlaid with a scroll. Some think that this is one possible origin of the dollar 
sign. 


e A Doubloon is also used as a slang term for a poker chip. 

e Amicro doubloon is a smaller denomination of a doubloon like cents to a dollar. 

e The Doubloon is also a currency used in the popular online game site Neopets and 
Poptropica. 


WHAT IS THE DOUBLOON COIN VALUE TODAY ? 

Doubloons were widely circulated in the West Indies and South America until the year 1860. In 
the Old World, the Spanish doubloon was considered a gold bullion coin. 

So even if the doubloons did not have a legal tender, their value was based on their gold 


content. 


Today, surviving specimens of Spanish gold doubloons with an excellent grade and exceptional 
rarity has an average price of US $4, 000. 


There are doubloon replicas made of golden metal chips that are sold in specialty shops and 


coin stores. The faux doubloons are usually sold in sets and are only for display. Patterned 
after the real Spanish escudos, the imitation gold doubloons are priced for a few US dollars. 
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RED GOOSE SHOES MEDALS

I have two medals with the silhouette of a goose on one side with “Red Goose Shoes” 
written over the goose, “FOR BOYS” to the left of the goose and “FOR GIRLS” to the right of 
the goose and “HALF THE FUN OF HAVING FEET” on the bottom. On the reverse side the 
words “RED GOOSE” on the top, “PREMIUM MONEY” on the bottom and an amount of 
money in the middle. On a silver medal the amounts went from 10, 25, and 50 cents to $1.00 
and the copper tone had an amount of $5.00. The silver medal I have is about the size of a fifty 
cent piece and has “$1.00” on the reverse side. The copper medal is about the size of a quarter 
and has “$5.00” on the reverse side. 


My research found that Red Goose Shoes was a St. Louis, Missouri company that began 
selling shoes to pioneer families headed west in 1869 under their original name of Gieseke- 
D’Oench-Hayes. The company was founded by German emigrants. Gieseke in German was 
said to be translated as slang for goose. In about 1900, in an attempt to better advertize the 
company, the name was changed to Goose. During the St. Louis Worlds’ Fair in 1904, some 
stock boys colored the “goose” red on the boxes. The company liked the idea and so “Red 
Goose Shoes” was trademarked in 1906. 


During the 1800’s and 1900’s St. Louis was the center of American shoe manufacturing. 
The International Shoe Company bought up many of the shoe companies in the area and 
incorporated in 1921. International owed many small companies including the Brown Shoe 
Company, the parent of “Buster Brown Shoes”, and “Red Goose Shoes”. International let the 
smaller companies use their known company names. “Red Goose Shoes” remained in business 
through the 1960’s and then disappeared. 


During the mid 1900’s, children would receive a “prize” each time they bought a pair of 
Red Goose Shoes. The child could pull the head of the red goose and a golden egg would be 
dispensed. The “egg” was a bank with a toy or the premium money inside. During the 1960's 
the goose dispensed the “egg” at the push of a button. The premium money was used as a 
discount on the next pair of shoes. 


The “Red Goose Shoe” premium money, toys, advertizing, and statues have become very 
collectable. Prices for the silver “medal” on line go for approximately $7.00, while the copper 
goes for approximately $5.00. A set of various medals can go for as much as $25.00 


I remember the “Red Goose Shoes” right along with “Buster Brown Shoes” as a child. I 
also remember the fluoroscope we stuck our feet into that allowed the salesman to know the 


shoes fit properly.
